A sniull | lanter
who dld his own work and dld not >wn slaves
was despised, and occupled an inferl >r posltlon.
He BtOod aloof from the slave bar.^is, and was

despised as a degenerate blt of whlte ttash, of
less value than a full-blooded negro, who could
always eommand a good market srlOS. These
non-slave-holdlng planters forme.l a class by
themaelvea, enjoylng a form of cltb.ensh.-) wlth¬
out the blesslngs of soMal equallly. eluca-.lm and
prosperlty. Whlle they were not th°ms\v»« ln
bondage and dld not suffer from oppresston, they
exerclsed aa little Influence over public opinlon
as the negro slaves.

I have met a characterlstlc type f this class
dtirlng my stay In Moatfomery. He WSJ a fmall
planter livlng in one of the BOUtbern tler of
countles near the Ftortda Une. Taii. gaunt, aun-

burnt and wcather-woin, he waa dri-ss-d ln rags

With Bhsm-
bllcg gait. bent and bmken form. unkempt halr
and rostless. l.linking eyea, he .v.is |h« wreck "f
a man. He bore all the marks of Ihe wear and
tear of struggk for existence wlthoul any .if ihe
signs of aelf-respectlng kbor. Porced back upon
the goil as his father had been bef ire b.'ro, the
primov.il eurss seemed to b« wrltt-n in nis cnarre
featurea and grtmy hands: "Thorna also and this-
